Last wight, the successful new Drama of The Sister of Charity, 
was again repeated with great applause ; after which, Dibdin’s musi- 
cal Entertainment of The Waterman, was performed in a very effec- 
tive mapner. The melodies in this piece are admirably adapted to 
Wood’s style of singing, and be gave the airs incidental to Tom Tug, 
and the introduced song of ‘ The Bay of Biscay,’ with appropriate 
spirit and pathos, and ‘was unanimously encored in that, and ‘ The 
Jolly Young Waterman.’ Keeley’s Rodin was a laughable caricature; 
but Mrs. C. Jones’s Mrs, Bundle, was a faithful portrait of a scold. 
Mr. Bennett and Miss Cawse did justice to their parts. Dibdin has 
dignified the strains of the rough sailor, and has clevated what was a 
sort of slang, into energy and deep feeling, and we pity the constitution 
of that heart, (if any such there be,) whose feelings respond not to 
such melodies, as ‘ Tom Bowling,’ ‘ Farewell my trim built Wherry,’ 
or * Poor Jack.’ The performances concluded with Zhe Bottle Imp, 
in which the whole of the performers were warmly applauded,—There 
was a good house. A new Farce, to be called Incog!—‘ What's in a 
Name ?’ will be produced on Monday next.

Last night the Opera of Zhe Haunted Tower was performed here 
for the first time, and, as the bills inform us, by the permission of 
Mr. Price. We suppose the principal reason for getting up this Opera, 
was to give Miss, Melton the opportunity of appearing in the charac- 
ter of ddela ; which she sustained in a very agreable manner, Her 
aeting, in her first interview with the Baron, disguised as Lady Bk- 
nor, was very good ; indeed throughout the part she played with a 
good deal of naiveté. We are sorry not to be able to speak as well of 
her singing ; for though her high potes are clear and sweet, her lawer 
ones are very deficient in power and mellowness of execution ; the 
best thing she sang was her first song ‘ Whither my love ! ha, whither 
art thou gone ?” but she has still much to acqnize before she can roe 
to be ranked as an accomplished singer. Mrs H, Corri, as Lady Bii- 
nor, looked like a lady and sang pleasingly, but why did she introdace 
Bishop’s air of ‘ Lo here the gentle lark?’. which was particularly ip- 
appropriate, and she left,eut.a beautiful song, ‘ Dread parent of des- 
pair,’ which would have displayed her musical knowledge, and power- 
ful voice, to great advantage. 

Mr. Western, as Lord Wiiliam, sang with taste, and managed a 
weak voice with great skill; but he was quite inadequate to the exe- 
cution of the magnificent air, ‘ Spirit of my sainted sire.” Mr. William-

son, as Charles, sang ‘ My native land I bade adieu,’ so wretchedly, as 
to call forth unequivocal symptoms of disapprobation. On the whole, 
we never saw this Opera, the chef d’euvre of Storace, so badly sup- 
ported. At the fall of the curtain there was considerable disapproba- 
tion ; and, during the whole Opera, there was not one attempt at an 
encore. We never recollect to have seen Farren produce less effect 
than in the Baron ef Oakland, though he acted, as he always does, 
with judgment, We fear they must give up playing Operas at this 
house, and stick to Comedy. After the Opera, the two pleasant little 
pieces of Maneuvring, and Lodgings for Single Genilemen, were 
acted with their usual success to a full house. 

Surrey—The performances here, last night, were Black Eyed Su- 
san, the Melo-drama of Vidoeg, and Jack Robinson and his Monkey. 
The last piece was produced for the purpose of bringing the wonderful 
feats of agility of Mr. Parsloe into play :—he was, last night, as nim-
